Withdrawn claim 24 is cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
neglects to disclose or suggest a looped structure as claimed and seen in figure 2a with 
asymmetrical first and second curved proximal ends (10b and 10b'), which permits 
selective lateral movement of the loop. The prior art including Kline (5,376,094) Ohno 
and Chamness shows symmetry and vertical movement of the loop.
